Borneo, Ja«. 24.—The steamer Labuan, 
Capt. 1'afort, which arrived here, came 
from the island of Balabae, thirty miles 
south of Palawan, the Philippine islands, 
and not from Palawan as previously ca- 
bled. The murder of ihe Spanish officers 
which she reported, occurred at Balabac.
